There's 
a feeling about that with more or 
ganization and more planning the 
event can be expanded into some 
thing more worthwhile for the youth 
of Lee county. It wouldn't be a 
county fair in the strict sense but 
it could be the next best thing to it. 


- . What has harassed local back- 
ers of the 4-H show is the lack 
of a permanent location. The 
Borden Co. came through this 
year and granted the committee 
use. of a large tract of land off 
Page Drive. It was a fine gesture 
by the Borden Co. and a godsend 
for the local committee. Until a 
week or so before the event, there 
was a chance that the show would 
never come off because of the 
lack of space.

Serum 'Held Fort' While 
Better Vaccine Developed 


CHICAGO (^P)—A new study indicating that gamma 


glooulin offers some protection against polio was detailed 
today in the Journal of the American Medical Assn. 


The report is .the third by a 


team of investigators who studied 
the results of- field tests in 1951-52 
and of mass inoculations last year. 


The original evaluation was that 


gamma globulin, a protective sub- 
stance derived from 
blood, of- 


fered significant protection. The

The report said "colonizers"—a 


term for the college-trained Reds 
—were transferred from office-type 
jobs to bolster sagging Communist 
strength following the expulsion of 
alleged Communist-dominated un- 
ions from the CIO in 1949-50.

WASHINGTON 1/T) — Trustees of 


the estate of the late W. T. Raw- 
leigh of Freeport, Til., who made 
a fortune selling patent medicines' 
from door to door, have paid a 6'j 
million dollar bark tax assessment. 


This was disclosed today with 


the filing in U. S. Tax Court of 
decisions based on written agree- 
ments between the Internal Rev- 
enue Service and the trustees' 
council, Peter B. Atwood of Chi- 
cago. 


One stipulation said simply that 


ft. claimed estate tax deficiency of 
56.404.012 has been paid with in- 
terest. 


The trustees previously had paid 


more than three million dollars in 
estate taxes and asserted nothing 
more was owed. 


The government placed a higher 


value than had the trustees on 
large holdings of stock in the W. T. 
nawlcigh Co.. First National Bank 
of Chicago. Jewel Tea Co.. Inc.. 
Northwestern Telephone Co. and 
the Slate Bank of Freeport. 


Rawleigh died in 1951 at the age 


of 80. Three years earlier he had 
created a trust for the benefit of 
his family. He was survived by 
two daughters. Lucile Rawleigh 
and Mrs. Anna May Koenig. and 
six grandchildren.
